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Claims 36-48 have been cancelled. Newly submitted claim 49 has been entered. 
The active claims are 1-35 and 49. 

Claims 1-35 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Although the claims are amended to recite that the determining step is performed 
after communication is established with the portable digital imaging device, there is no 
communication recited between the portable digital imaging device and the sender for 
instructing the sender not to send any attachment unacceptable to the portable digital 
imaging device. Without the communication, the sender or the server does not know 
what type of attachment is acceptable by the portable digital imaging device. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-35 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ramaley (USP 6,687,741) in view of Cheever (USP 6,275,882). 

See at least lines 14-20 of column 6 in Ramaley.Ramaley teaches transmitting of 
e-mails (line 54 of column 5) between two digital devices via Internet. After 
communication is established, the recipient is asked whether he will accept attachment 
of certain type, the sender will provide only the attachment of the types which are 
acceptable by the recipient. Ramaley did not teach that the digital device could be an 
imaging device. Digital camera capable of transmitting images via Internet is well known 
in the art as shown by Cheever in lines 58-62 of column 4. It would have been obvious 
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to a person of ordinary skill in the art to use the system of Ramaley for transmitting the 
images of Cheever. It is further the position of the Examiner that whether the 
determining is implemented at the sending side, the server or the receiving side is a 
matter of design choice. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
